Very noticeable, on first arrival 
are some hedges of Caragana, 
now twelve to fifteen feet high, 
surrounding the plots* and giving 
protected frolu the prevaiing 
north west winds.

The Scott district suffered more 
from the dity weather than has our 
own district, yet it was remark¬ 
able to see the splendid stand of 
a strain of marquiss wheat, orign- 
ated in Manitoba. 


Mr. H. Crjaiig* field supervisor, 
addressed a meeting of the Chau¬ 
vin farmers last, Saturday after¬ 
noon; and a second meeting at 
Ribstone in the evening, his sub- 
ect beeing “The Weed Menace”. 

In opening his address he brief¬ 
ly reviewed the progress made by 
the farmers of Alberta, which 
had given the province the re¬ 
putation; oif a high, standard of 
good clean seed wheat and other 
grains. The prizes won at Chi¬ 
cago and other fairs had opened 
the market for Alberta seed! grain 
from Nebraska in the south to 
Montreal in the eavst. The gov¬ 


ern merit establishment at Edmon- 
had furnished pure <sieed to over 
700 farmers in Alberta last year in 
addition to whom were a large 
number, raising first quality grain 
from good seed from other quar¬ 
ters . 

The sources of supply of seed 
and feed were often often primar¬ 
ily responsible for the introduc¬ 
tion of weeds into a country, and 
railroad's we,re also to blame to 
some extent.

campaign of trimming the right 
of ways and the government by 
seeking a suitable grass to plant 
on such lands. Possibly blue 
grass and rye gras will be found 
best for that purpose. 

The Alberta Government was 
this year particularizing itc cam¬ 
paign upon six weeds, and con¬ 
ducting an educative campaign 
rather thn adopting a penalizing 
attitude. 

For the eradication of perennial 
slucli as sow thistle, wild oats, 
and blue lettuce, the speaker re¬ 
commended perfectly black sum- 
merfallow. By keeping 1 these 
from forming trine leaves for one 
year they ould be brought under 
control. An alternative method 
was “smothering out” by placing 
one 'or two feet of well rotted ma¬ 
nure over the infected area. 

For annual weeds, suh as pep- 
pergrass and stinkweed, which 
bad the capacity of ripening their 
seed and producing a second crop 
the same year, he recomimended

isfactlorv. 

The Peace River and Grande 
Prairie districts are suiferinfg 
from lack of moisture, and ir a in¬ 
fall is urgently needed to ensure 
a crop. 

Good rains fell in the Edmon- 
ton territory a week ago, and in 
the Calgary territory about the 
saimle time, but beyond this, re¬ 
ports indicate that precipitation 
during the last fortnight has been 
limited to small local showers.

Meanwhile if this discussion 
helps to lay a few of the ghosts 
of doubt and suspicion which 
seem to haunt the mind's of some 
of our worthy citizens whenever 
the ‘ ‘ Refreshment Booth" is 
mentioned—'or if it will give the 
lie to wilful propaganda on the 
subject we need not regret the 
argument on) “Education." 

In the first place Mr. Semple 
misinterprets my attitude to¬ 
wards the steam grader and its 
work versus other methods. If 
it stands for progress with econ 
•omy and fair play to- the ratepay¬ 
ers—I’m for it. But that point 
has still to be decided. My per¬ 
sonal experience on such roads 
after a heavy rain is that “pro¬ 
press/" in any sense of the word 
is the last name that one would 
think of using to describe pro¬ 
ceedings.. Possibly if the roads 
could be -first “treated" with a 
non-slipper}” mixture- we would 
waken to the merits of graded 
roads, but meanwhile, to all ac¬ 
counts it is a case of putting the 
cart before the horse, a form, of 
procedure which reduces the 
good results to a minumiutm. 

But the point I wish to make 
is that the questions of expensive 
road making* versus the erection 
of a rural high school were only 
put in contrast because both con¬ 
stitute a levy on the tax- 
paying public, the payment of 
which iisi only escapable by leav¬ 
ing the district. 

The booth, question is in an¬ 
other class. It is a purely busi-i 
ness proposition put up by the 
society at a profit or loss risk, the 
same as any similar investment 
by one of our local merchants. 

The support asked for in the 
form of patronage on fair day is 
purely voluntary' and can al¬ 
ways he got round by boycotting 
the booth, a form of passive re¬ 


sistance which, however, Mr. 
Semple himself is too good a 
sport to indulge in. Even the 
annual Municipal grant which 
works out at about 10 cents a 
quarter to the farmers, cannot 
truthfully be said to be used for 
paying for the booth for reasons 
which I will mention later, but 
first of all it is only fair to the 
to emphasize the fact that the 
idea of building the booth had its 
inception in the ills anid deficits 
attendant upon catering in a 
“temporary" booth in a broiling 
sun, or a sandstorm; most people 
hiaving* conscientious objections 
to sand dressing on their sand¬ 
wiches! For the caterers them¬ 
selves! there was an ever-present 
possibility of the “whole works" 
toppling on them without even 
the fonmality of an advance no¬ 
tice of its intentions. All of 
which being more or less blamed 
for the fact that “running the 
booth" was looked upon as a 
Juixotic form of philaatrophy on 
the part of the society rather 
than a profitbale Adeline. Now, 
no agricultural society can afford 
to play Don Quixote in these 
times, if it wants to remain in 
good standing in the eyes of 
those whoh ave the final “say." 

The society therefore in the 
face of adverse opinion and fin¬ 
ancial odds went ahead with the 
idea, and l have much pleasure 
in assuring Mr. Semple that, 
while the Fair’s executive was re¬ 
sponsible for the idea, it was a 
Scotch director who signified 
his approval of making it sub¬ 
stantial, by saying in character¬ 
istic, fashion, “.Well, if we must 
build a booth, let it be one worthy 
o’ the name, an’ a credit to the 
society, ’ ’ ' 

That it has been found all of 
that is proved by the fact that 
froimi Grand Prairie to Lethbridge 
Chauvin district is known as the 
place where they have the best 
horse ring und the finest refresh¬ 
ment booth in the province; and 
both of these are written down 
to the society, atsi assets in the 
judges and. superintendents re 
ports. 

(To Mr. Semple be the credit 
as one of those responsible for 
horse ring. Will he not be equal¬ 
ly generous to those responsible 
for the other asset?) 

But maybe, true to instinct, he 
may prefer to have assets stated 
in hard call, rather than public 
or departmental enconiums, and 
far be it from me to blame him 
for that! 

Put briefly, in pre-booth days 
it was more customary to speak 
of the “catering deficits" than 
of "profits'" It simply wasn’t 
dope! And if I am not mistaken 
Mr. Semple had personal experi¬ 
ence in his time of how amazing¬ 
ly easy it is to “go in the hole"’ 
during the process. Speaking, 
therefore in the terms of bard 
cash, today the booth stands not 
only as a building asset to the 
ground's, but it is a paying pro¬ 
position also, which is not only 
clear of debt but. is able to make 
a yearly contribution to the 
funds not to be sneered at. Also 
it is not too much 1 to say that it 
lias helped more than any other 
single factor to pay for itself. 

It is true that to make it fulfil 
theisie conditions has meant a lot 
of hard work and plantning—long 
hours and some discomfort for 
those in: charge, but that is a form 
of taxation which directors re¬ 
cognize they must pay. But in 


the sense of its being a levy on 
the general public worthy of wri- 
ing to the papers about—“hoots 
man, think again!" ,

To the Editor, Chauvin Chronicle 
Dears Sir: 

I have read with considerabe 
interest the letters, in your pap¬ 
er, on the expense of higher edu¬ 
cation written by those two sterl¬ 
ing Scots, Mrs’ Armour and Mr. 
Semple. Up to the time Mrs Ar 
mour made the mistake of run¬ 
ning the road grader over Mr. 
Semple, I think the honors were 
about equal. But if Mrs Armour 
made the mistake, I suppose it 
was while the experience of 
bumping over a newly grade road 
was still in her mind. The pass¬ 
ing of the good old prairie trails, 
which run in the lines of least re¬ 
sistance’ makes it necessary that 
we have good roads, and the 
most eminent engineers advocate 
the use of the modern road gra¬ 
der in making good roads. 

Mr. Semple not to be outdone, 
even in making a blunder, made 
the very serious one of firing the 
refreshment booth in onr Agri¬ 
cultural Society’s grounds, at 
Mrs. Armour, as an unnecessary 
expense to the public, thus lead¬ 
ing the public to believe that the 
society had been extravagant. I 
was president of the society at 
the time the booth was built, and 
conversant with the thought be¬ 
stowed upon all the details, 
which were, carefully gone into 
by the directors. 

The outstanding reason for the 
society building the booth waw:— 
safety to the people attending the 
fair. It had been the custom to 
put up temporary buildings for 
refreshments at a cost of about 
$40, or about five per cent of the 
cost of the booth. If a storm had 
blown down the building and in¬ 
jured or killed only one child I 
feel confident that n!o man would 
feel more keenly than Mr. Sem¬ 
ple, that, it was a public calam¬ 
ity. The society would be liable 
for damages, as would those who, 
erect temporary refreshment 
booths for the use of the public, 
if an accident happened. 

I have heard several outsiders, 
including the superintendent of 
fairs)* state that the booth was a 
credit, to Chauvin, the district, 
and the agricultural society. The 
society has a building that I be¬ 
lieve would now cost about dou¬ 
ble what they paid for it. With 
regard to the “expense" it lias 
been to the public, some people 
will he surprized that it is almost 
“nil, "largely due to Mrs. Ar¬ 
mour and a few other ladies who 
by their splendid self-sacrificing 
services rendered have contribut¬ 
ed mote towards the cost of the 
booth than the whole of the rest 
of the people in the municipality 1 . 

I am at a loss to understand j 
why people who appear to be ot¬ 
herwise read worth;-while men 
and women allow themselves to 
tfhoughlessly take a fling at their 
agricultural society. 

Is it because the society distri¬ 
butes about $3000 annually am¬ 
ong the people of the district, or 
is it because a sum more than 
sufficient to build a booth every 
year is brought into 1 the district, 
which if it were not for the soci¬ 
ety would not come? Or is it be¬ 
cause the directors devote so 
much of their valuable time to 
affairs of the society for the ben¬ 
efit of the public and >at “no ex¬

Here and There 


In response to the appeal of the 
University of Bishop's College, Len- 
noxville, Que., for $500,000, to meet 
present needs, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway has supported the plea by 
subscribing $15,000 to the fund. 


Canada will soon be the mecca of 
many moving picture directors, ac¬ 
cording to Herbert Brenon, producer 
for Thomas Meighan, who recently 
arrived at Banff to film the big out¬ 
door scenes for James Oliver Cur- 
wood's “The Alaskan." 


The fish catch of the world ap¬ 
proximates $1,000,000,000 a year in 
its cost to the consumer, of which 
$780,000,000, goes to those who har¬ 
vest it, statistics furnished by the 
United States Fish Commission de¬ 
clare. 


The value of the tourist traffic 
to Canada is proved by figures sup¬ 
plied by the Parks Department of 
the Dominion Government, which 
show that the enormous sum of 
$136,000,000 was spent by tourists 
in this country in 1923. This rep¬ 
resents the Dominion's fourth larg¬ 
est source of foreign cash income. 


On her arrival at Quebec, June 
14, the Canadian Pacific steamship 
“Empress of France" broke the rec¬ 
ord for the fastest time made be¬ 
tween that port and Southampton, 
England, from which she sailed, 
having maintained an average speed 
of over 19 knots. This vessel also 
holds the record for the run between 
Quebec and Liverpool. 


Arrangements for the Pag^art of 
Empire, to be 1 Id at the British 
Empire Exhibition July 21-August 
30, are now rapidly completing 
Episodes showing the history of 
Canada and the other Dominions «*s 
well as of the Mother Country from 
the earliest times to the present d?y 
are being* organized with the assist¬ 
ance of prominent resident of the 
Dominion now in London.

1924. compared with * 
total of 17,387.715 bushels a- or 
May 31, 1923. In each instance '.he 
figures cover the crop year com¬ 
mencing September 1st. The in¬ 
crease is therefore 31,534.2 i5 
bushels or 181.5 per cent. 


Enthusiastic celebrations took 
place at Vancouver and Victoria 
B.C., when the special service squad¬ 
ron of the Royal Navy, headed by 
H.M.S. Hood, the largest warship 
in the world and flagship of the 
squadron, visited those places re¬ 
cently. The squadron is expected 
on the Atlantic seaboard in Aug¬ 
ust, when efforts will be made by 
Canadians on that coast to outdo 
the Pacific cities in the warmth of 
the welcome they extend. The an¬ 
ticipations are that thousands of 
visitors will gather at Quebec and 
elsewhere to demonstrate their af¬ 
fection for the officers and men of 
the fleet. 


“You may say that Canada is be¬ 
coming more and more interesting 
to Englishmen and before long ad¬ 
ditional English capital will be used 
here in the development of indus¬ 
tries. I am very optimistic and I 
believe that we are now progress¬ 
ing towards an era of unprecedented 
prosperity. What we need more 
than all now is the immigration of 
good men who will become an asset 
to this country," declared Sir John 
Aird, President of the Canadian 
Bank of Commerce, on his return 
from Europe recently aboard the 
Canadian Pacific steamship “Em¬ 
press of France," # 


Although it is only 18 years ago 
that Alberta became a province, its 
population has increased fourfold, 
whi'le the grain yield has increased 
twentyfold. Even at the present low 
prices, the total agricultural prod¬ 
ucts of Alberta in 1923 were worth 
$223,000,000. 


Reports concerning the apple 
crop in the Annapolis Valley show 
that the entire crop, including the 
estimated local consumption, was 
1,816,000 barrels. It is reported 
that 70,000 apple trees and 3,000 
plum trees will he set out in the 
valley this spring. 


The railways of Canada up to 
the end of last April earned $6,000,- 
000 more than they did for the 
corresponding period in 1923. This 
favorable result is due entirely to 
the fact that the people have been 
doing more business. All author¬ 
ities are agreed that such a condi¬ 
tion means growing trade. 


Nearly 68,000 bushels of high 
class seed were handled at the Al¬ 
berta government . seed-cleaning 
plant during the past season. A 
total of 22,823 bushels of Mar¬ 
quis wheat seed was handled, 
3,160 bushels of ruby wheat, 23,073 
bushels of Victory oaLs, 17,862 
•bushels of Banner oats, and 6S4 
'bushels of Bark’s Barley. 


Three prizes for anglers at the 
bungalow camps on French River, 
Nipigon River, and the Lake of the 
Woods, have been offered to Ca¬ 
nadian fishermen by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway. One trophies are 
silver replicas of the bass and the 
trout, and a wonderful reproduction 
of the head of a lighting mas- 
calonge. 


Among the speakers to address 
the great convention of the Asso¬ 
ciated Advertising Clubs of the 
Would at London, England, to be 
hold July 14-17, will be E. W. 
Beatty, K.C., Chairman and Presi¬ 
dent of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way,. Mr. Beatty will speak on, 
July 17, and has chosen as his' 
theme “Building an Empire with 
Advertising." 


Canada’s national wealth in 1921 
was $£2,195,000,000, according to 
a report just issued by the Do¬ 
minion Bureau of Statistics. In 
the tabulation, agricultural wealth 
comes first with $7,982,871,126, 
nearly 36 per cent of the total and 
about $908 per head of popular 
tion. The Western provinces lead, 
the Yukon topping the list with 
$4,058. The first in absolute 
wealth was Ontario, to which m 
credited the sum of $7,358,000,000, 
or thirty-three per cent of the Do¬ 
minion total. 


Shipping in and out of the port 
of Vancouver, B.C., for the calen¬ 
dar year 1923, showed an increase 
in all departments, according to tho 
annual report of the Board of Har¬ 
bor Commissioners. Over $133,- 
000,000 worth of goods wore ex¬ 
ported, an increase of $30,000,000 
over the value of the 1922 exports, 
while the imports totalled $224 r 
000,000, an increase of $13,000,000 
over the 1922 figures. Vessels 
numbering 191 , 608 , representing a 
total of 8,427,683 net tons, en¬ 
tered and left the port in 1923, an 
increase over 1922 of 2,959 shins 
and 792,289 tons. 


A party ©f 200 Canadian Weekly 
Newspaper Editors and their wives 
sailed for Europe on June 11th 
aboard the Canadian Pacific steam¬ 
ship “Melita." The party will 
visit the battle-fields of France 
and Belgium, seeing most impor¬ 
tant points in those countries, in¬ 
cluding Brussels and Paris and will 
be received by King Albert. Later, 
they will tour England and Scot¬ 
land and axe to be presented to the 
King and Queen at Buckingham. 
Palace on Dominion Day. Return¬ 
ing on the Canadian Pacific steam¬ 
ship “Montlaurier," they will visit 
Belfast, where Sir Robert Baird, 
head of the Belfast Telegraph, will 
entertain them. » They dock at 
Quebec on August 4 th.

According to an official state¬ 
ment. of the Alberta Wheat Pool, 
which operated for the first time 
the piaist season* those farmers 
who marketed through the pool 
will receive atn average price on 
No. 1. Northern wheat, basis at 
Fort William!, *of $1.02, whereas 
the average p'rice to other farm¬ 
ers has been] 99 7-8 on the &nme 
basis, a difference in favor of the 
wheat pool farmer's of 2 1 8 cents 
per bushel. From this must, be 
deducted the total expenses of 
ahndllinjg, which amount to less 
tan one-half cent a bushel. The 
pool handled a total of 38,000, 
000 bushels.

TRADT POSSIBILITIES 

OP THE ORIENT 


That there are possibilities of 
trade for Alberta in Japan in 
livestock and other products is 
the declaration of H. A. Craig* 
Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
who returned during the past 
after (superintending a trial ship¬ 
ment of cattle from this province 
to Japan. Mr. Craig made a 
thorough investigation into mar¬ 
ket possibilities there, and find’s 
that there is considerable demand 
for beef cattle and! also for wool, 
barley, timlotty sed, hides, wheat 
flour, lumber, butter and cheese. 
The trial shipment of cattle vas 
not profitable owing to high 
charges attendant upon trans- 
portatioi of the cattle, Which 
amounted practically to $100 a 
head, but Mr. Craig, on his re¬ 
turn to Vancouver, w«as able to 
obtain from shipping interests, 
promise of a rate that would cut 
the charges practically in half. 
Under these onditions, Mr. Craig 
eblieves that a steady groWng 
falnd* profitable trade in cattle can 
be built ulp.
